Poison Must be Applied. 


AN EFFECTIVE APPLICATION 


Rush county farmers who wish to 


preserve their apple orchards so that 
apples will be safe to eat in the dark, 
are warned against the second brood 
of codling moth which arc here and 
all ready for business. The wormy 
apples found at picking time are 
caused by this brood and in order to 
control these insects it is necessary 
that the posion be applied at the 
proper time. 


A careful 
observation is 
being 


made in the different sections of the 
county to determine the exact time 
of this brood and they are now 
known to be active in this vicinity. 
The spraying to be most effective, 
must be done before July 8th, cover- 
ing the 
fruit thoroughly 
with the 


poison before the eggs hatch.

;iound of dry arsenatc of 
lead or 


two pounds of'paste should be used, 
in a fifty gallon of lime-sulphur so- 
lution. 
The test usually requires 


about one and one-half gallons of 
commercial lime-sulphur to fifty gal- 
lons of water. Where apple blotch 
is troublesome, Bordeaux 
mixture 


plus the arsenate of lead is to be 
preferred to the lime-sulphur spray.
